(CP) — The search for iron ore in Alberta 
has shifted from the Peace River country to the southwest corner of 
the province with the issue of the province’s fifth iron prospecting 
permit, it was learned today. 

The permit has been issued to West Canadian Collieries Ltd., 
of Blairmore, to carry on surveys for iron ore on 38,268 acres of land 
surrounding Waterton Park. 

Four permits were issued previously for searches in the Peace 
River district. Reports indicated large quantities of low-grade ore 
were found.—(Lethbridge Herald).

New C. P. R. 

Schedule 

WINNIPEG (Special) — Gleam¬ 
ing stainless steel Dayliners, the 
newest look in 'branch line rail 
cars, will replace 6 steam trains 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway 
between Lethbridge and Calgary 
and between Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge starting April 24 with 
the summer schedule, it was an¬ 
nounced here today. The switch 
will follow by eights months the 
inauguration of Dayliner service 
in the West, on the Edmonton- 
Calgary run last August. 

Dayliners running between 
Lethbridge and Edmonton with a 
break at Calgary will be following 
a historic route, the C.P.R. pointed 
out, for they will travel where the 
Old North Trail was worn Into the 
prairies from 'Port Benton in 
American Pur Company territory 
to the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Fort Edmonton. Indian travois, 
Red River carts, bull and mule 
trains and horse stage went over 
this route before the steam lo¬ 
comotive, now itself making way 
for an R.D.C. (rail-diesel-car). 

Schedule details have yet to be 
worked out on the basis of con¬ 
nections with new transcontinent¬ 
al schedules set in a week-long 
^ime-table meeting which was 
finished here today. At the same 
time Canadian Pacific Express 
Company will develop schedules 
for new truck service between 
Lethbridge and Calgary where the 
Dayliners will carry no express 
and see if additional trucks are 
needed between Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge where the Dayliner 
will give express service. 

Generally the Dayliners will 
give 2 ^ 2 -hour service between 
Lethbridge and Calgary where 
best present time for steam en¬ 
gines is 414 hours. Between Med¬ 
icine Hat and Lethbridge the tar¬ 
get is 2:10 hours, a reduction of 
1:05 hours on the best steam run 
now. 

Dayliners for Lethbridge-Cal- 
gary service will be the R.D.C.-2 
type with seats for 70 passengers 
and space for baggage and the 
Medicine Hat-Lethbridge run will 
be handled by an R.D.C.-3 carry¬ 
ing 48 passengers, baggage, ex¬ 
press and mail. The Dayliner with 
which the pioneer road opened 
this type of service for the West 
between Edmonton and Calgary 
is an R.D.C.-l with space for 89 
passengers and only racks for 
hand luggage. 

The Lethbridge-Calgary cars 
will carry no mail. 

Service will be continued be¬ 
tween Medicine Hat and Leth¬ 
bridge. 

The Dayliners for the new ser¬ 
vice are now being completed by 
the builders, Budd Company, at 
Philadelphia and are to be de¬ 
livered to Montreal next month 
and moved west. There are three 
new cars — two R.D.C.-2’s and one 
R.D.C.-3. The schedule makers are 
counting on assigning one R.D.C.- 
2 to Lethbridge, the R.D.C.-3 to 
Medicine Hat and putting the 
other R.D.C.-2 in a pool at Cal¬ 
gary for service either north (with 
the R.D.C.-l’s presently running) 
or south with the new R.D.C.-2 
over the Old North Trail.

“We do not know that we favor 
Sunday so-called blue laws, but 
it does seem to us sometimes that 
there can be and is too much lax¬ 
ity.” On the commandments about 
keeping the Sabbath Day holy, a 
further observation: “You will 
note also that the above quoted 
Commandment says nothing about 
the five-day week, or the forty 
hour week or thirty hour week, 
but it does mention six days in 
which to labor and do all thy 
work.” 

Questions, Answers 
On Nnemployment 
Insurance or Emplymt. 

In this column we publish ques¬ 
tions about unemployment insur¬ 
ance and employment, together 
with answers received from the 
Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission. 

Following are some questions 
with answers which may be of in¬ 
terest to you. 

Q. Can a person who drives a 
school bus file a claim during the 
Christmas holidays and receive 
insurance benefits for that per¬ 
iod? 

A. If a school bus driver is paid 
by the hour or the day and he has 
received no remuneration for these 
holidays, he would be eligible for 
benefit. 

Q. (a) Can a student who has 
sufficient stamps to his credit in 
his book (and this during the last 
two years) file a claim for insur¬ 
ance benefit while still at school? 

(b) Can a student be reimbursed 
for the amount of unemployment 
insurance stamps he paid during 
his holidays? If so, how must he 
proceed and where must he apply? 

A. (a) No. A full-time student 
is not usually available for em¬ 
ployment. 

(b> Refunds are not made unless 
contributions are paid in error. 
As a student is properly insured 
when employed full time during 
the summer, the contributions 
made on his behalf are not refund¬ 
able. 

Q. I have been working for one 
mine company for 32 years and I 
have been paying unemployment 
insurance since it started. For the 
last two or three years I have 
been receiving benefits for about 
two days a week. Now when I am 
retired do I get any more bene¬ 
fits? If I do, about how much will 
I receive and for how long? 

A. For a person to be eligible 
for benefit he must be able, ready 
and willing to work. If you retire 
from the labor market and are not 
interested in working you are un¬ 
able to meet this requirement, and 
are not eligible for benefit. If, on 
the other* hand, you are still wil¬ 
ling to work and unable to get a 
job, benefit may be paid. The 
amount and length of time for 
which you would be paid will de¬ 
pend entirely on the number of 
contributions paid at that time 
and the benefits taken in the last 
three years. 

Q. (a) Does a person who has 
always paid contributions and 
upon retirement goes to the United 
States to live, receive weekly ben¬ 
efits similar to those who remain 
in Canada? 

(b) Is a person who leaves her 
job to stay home entitled to ben¬ 
efit? 

A. (a) Generally a person who 
retires from the labor market is 
not entitled to benefit. Even if 
willing to take work in the UJS.A. 
he must first obtain a visa per¬ 
mitting him to work in that coun¬ 
try. Without this, benefit cannot 
be paid to a person residing m 
the UJSA., unless living at a bor¬ 
der point from which he can re¬ 
port as required to an office in 
Canada. However, Canada has an 
agreement with most of the states 
for the exchange of claims between 
the two countries. If everything is 
in order, such as work permits, a 
person may register at an office 


of the unemployment Insurance 
agency in the state where he is 
residing. 

(b) No. 

Q. I work six months each year 
(from May to October) with a 
maintenance crew for the provin¬ 
cial government. Why Can’t we 
collect unemployment insurance? 
We are all over 60 and should not 
be classed as civil servants. We 
are willing to pay into unemploy¬ 
ment insurance. If we worked for 
a non-government company we 
would pay and collect. Why the 
discrimination when we are only 
casual workers and too old for 
civil service? This is unfair and 
the law should be changed to give 
us the same benefits as employees 
working for private companies. 

A. The Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance Act makes it optional for a 
provincial government to insure 
its employees. Most of the prov¬ 
inces insure some categories of 
temporary workers. The Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Commission 
cannot demand that the province 
pay contributions for categories 
which it has not consented to in¬ 
sure. 

Q. I paid into unemployment 
insurance for six years and re¬ 
ceived benefit for six months. 
Since the month of June I have 
been self-employed. I would like 
to know how long it will be before 
my unemployment insurance 
credits run out. 

A. Your present claim will end 
twelve months from the date on 
which it was made, unless you 
draw all of the benefit that was 
authorized, before that time. 

Q. I have not worked since my 
marriage three months ago. What 
conditions must I fulfill to re¬ 
ceive unemployment insurance 
benefits? 

A. You must work for at least 
60 days for one or more employers, 
after your marriage, before you 
can qualify for benefit. 

Q. Can an employee who was 
dismissed and who seeks work 
before coming to the unemploy¬ 
ment insurance office apply for 
benefit from the date he became 
unemployed? 

A. A person who was dismissed 
for cause may be disqualified for 
a period up to six weeks from the 
last day worked. In any case, 
however, the claim will be dated 
only from the day the claimant 
first registered for employment at 
one of our local offices. It is to 
the person’s advantage, therefore, 
to register for employment and 
file a claim for benefit as soon as 
he becomes unemployed.

Mrs. Harold Platt writes from 
Alexandria, Egypt 


Wed., March 23 


Dear Folks: 

Our weather here is beginning 
to get real hot; it’s been about 90 
degrees or'over in the last few 
days. Our yard smells like a per¬ 
fumery. Quite a few of. our fruit 
trees are in bloom, and the smell 
is so strong in the heat.that it 
makes my nose sore. No com¬ 
plaints, though. The kids are all 
doing wonderful. I wish you could 
see the fat rosy-cheeked things. 
They practically eat everything 
that isn’t nailed down. For in¬ 
stance, Steve ate six bananas, 
three oranges and a whopping big 
lunch. Danny does the same. 

Christopher Paul yells the house 
down when he doesn’t get ser¬ 
vice pronto. He is the chubbiest of 
all our babies, and now has four 
nice teeth. 

We have our new maid and her 
name is Hanem. She is a very nice 
girl, and gets along very well with 
the kids. She and I share the 
housework, and we get it done 
in no time; also we share the 
cooking. She has her own room 
in the house and lives as one of 
the family. 

Every Sunday morning there is 
special cinema for the children, 
and I have been taking Steve and 
Danny to them. They enjoy them 
very much. The pictures are most¬ 
ly cartoons and perhaps a travel¬ 
ogue. A rather amusing incident 
happened the other week. Sha- 
hada, the gardener, who is a Mos¬ 
lem, says prayers several times a 
day, and usually they pray just 
wherever they happen to be. This 
particular day Shahada happen¬ 
ed to be watering our newly plant¬ 
ed vegetable garden, so he faced 
the east, and went down on his 
knees and proceeded with his 
prayer; at this moment Steve de¬ 
cided that it was a good time to 
water him, so he picked up the 
hose and gave Shahada the works. 
You never heard such a line of 
cussing in the midst of a so-called 
prayer in all your life. We all had 
to run and hide to laugh. Steve 
ran for his life. Shahada had to 
laugh later, but at the time he 
was pretty mad, and who could 
blame him? 

I am now attending school, tak¬ 
ing my Arabic and French. The 
French, not knowing a word of 
it, was rather difficult in the be¬ 
ginning, but is getting fairly sim¬ 
ple now. With the Arabic I start¬ 
ed out a little ahead, as I pick¬ 
ed up quite a bit of it during the 
months here. I had only planned 
to learn to speak the language, 
but the Professor said that I 
would be able to learn both, to 
read and write in six to seven 
months—so here goes. 

Well! on the 24th of February 
H. S. Platt and myself sat on the 
top of the Pyramid Cheops (the 
largest one) and Harold played 
checkers with our little Bedouin 
guide, on imprints made by peo¬ 
ple hundreds of years ago. 

Harold had learned to play the 
game with his Arab workers so 
when he came upon the marks 
made in the stone, he sat down 
and played a game with our guide. 
We got to the top sort of acci¬ 
dentally. When we started off 
from the hotel we were plagued 
by official guides who wanted 
plenty of money for their service, 
plus a lot more for taxi fare; 
thinking we were tourists <4 
Egypt. We told them we were resi¬ 
dents and to cut out the monkey 
business, and. we trotted off on 
our own to find trams and buses, 
and arrived at the Pyramids for 
the small sum of 27c instead of 
about $6.00. We refused the of¬ 
fers of all the official guides to 
take us around, and then we ran 
into our Bedouin friend. Perhaps 
you have read of the young man 
that can run up to the top of the 
largest Pyramid in six minutes, 
Well, he is the one and same 
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fellow. He attached himself to us 
and proved to be mighty inter¬ 
esting. The Pyramids are quite 
the “sight”, you can’t appreciate 
the size of them until you look 
down from the top. The largest 
(the one we climbed) is 481 ft. 
high. I was not prepared to do 
any climbing (Mrs. Krzywy’s note: 
snapshots received showed that 
she (Hazel) had on a-^feir of high 
heeled pumps) but did it anyway. 
When we got to the top I looked 
down for the first time, I got a 
good case of butterflies in my 
stomach, but it disappeared when 
I got my sense of balance back 
again. When we got down again 
we were so stiff we could barely 
walk in a straight line. The sad¬ 
dest part of it followed: we went 
inside of the Pyramid and walked 
up the steep incline; that darned 
near killed us. The subterranean 
passage is closed to the public, 
due to the danger of the steep 
downward passage. We went up 
through the Great Gallery and 
into the King’s Chamber. It’s 
really amazing how they put this 
thing together. The whole thing 
is a big mystery. The Kin*’* 
Chamber is an immense room with 
the coffin in the comer. This cof¬ 
fin is carved out of a solid piece of 
granite, but is now quite broken 
up around the ecjges. While we 
were in the room, we heard sev¬ 
eral school girls coming up the 
ramp. Harold got the bright idea 
he would get into the coffin and 
lay in it before they got into the 
room, but wasn’t able to make it 
in time. We didn’t visit the 
Queen’s Chamber as the guide 
told us that there was absolutely 
nothing in it. We were in such 
bad shape and had a few more 
passages to crawl through, we 
thought it better to conserve our 
energy. This new boat that they 
discovered is at the foot of the 
large Pyramid. They have a fence 
around it, and the most important 
part of it has a shed built over 
it so one couldn’t see a thing aside 
from some immense stones they 
removed from the top, to enable 
them to enter in. The Sphinx is 
small in comparison to the rest 
of T it.,It contains nothing at all. 
Will tell you more about it when 
we get back home. 

They sure had some weird ideas 
about tombs in those days, —as 
one walks along you see a fenced 
off hole in the ground. It is faced 
in with concrete. The funny part 


is, when you look down, the bot¬ 
tom is not visible. It goes down 
perhaps for a half a mile, and 
that’s some guy’s tomb. Really 
screwball. Cairo is built right up 
to the Pyramids; trams and buses 
run right to within walking dis¬ 
tance of a quarter of a mile—It’s 
really commercialized. 

Got a dress pattern from Paris 
the other day, so should come 
home in style; but the point is 
“can I sew it” as they sure are 
tight-wads in their instructions.
